It is announced 
hat in many places the peasants are kill- 
Ing their horses rather than bee them 
itarve, Nearly 100,1)00 horses are said to 
:ia\ e already been thus destroyed, and 
their carcasses sold as manure. In some 
larts there are large heaps of the bodies 


horses now hing on the roadside. In 


jnu district 1,300 horses are said to have 
Been sold at the price of sixpence a head 
lo a manufacturer of compost, as the 
ailway rates are too high to make the 
ixport of the emaciated animals pay.— 
kmdon Standard.

The Ballot-Box Investigation. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—The first wit- 


ness examined before the House bal- 
lot-box committee yesterday was 0. B. 
Brown, of Dayton, O., who stated, In 
answer to questions by Governor For- 
akcr, that on behalf of tho board of 
election of Dayton he had gone to Cin- 
cinnati before tha election to procure 
ballot boxes. 
Ho did not see Wood, 


but Mrs. Wood had told him to tele- 
graph to T. C. Campbell In New York. 
Witness did not order the boxes. 


Chas. J. Pryor, of Cincinnati, testified 


that ho had given $200 to Wood at Gov- 
ernor Foraker's request on October 8, 
IbSi). Ho had seen Mr. Haddon the 
same dav and Mr. Hadden had told him 
that ho had seen the forged document. 
This was some days before tho retrac- 
tion. 


At Governor Foraker's request Gen- 


eral Grosvonor was sworn. In answer 
to Governor Foraker, tho witness said 
he had no objection to the publication 
in the record of a letter written by hlm- 
sf-lf from w h i c h Mr. Halstoad had read 
extracts when on tho stand. General 
Grosvcnoi- theu read tho letter. 
It 


stated that, the writer (Grosvenor) had 
made, up his mind at the beginning of 
the campaign to contribute more votes 
to Foraker than any other man, and 
that no man was more anxious to help 
Foraker than he. The writer promised 
to make it more agreeable for Foraker 
and more disagreeable for "tho crowd 
that s.irrounds Campbell."'
